"Let us take a walk among the lions," sug- 
gested the keeper in an unexciting tone, "and 
pou will get better acquainted with their 
labits." 

Shaky Courage 

My rather shaky courage advised me hur- 
riedly that I might become too well acqudinted 
with the inside of the stomach of one of the 
lions end I declined politely. After all I had 
to admit. I didn't have the dashing boldness 
of Blue Beetle. And besides, if one of the big 
cats took a notion that I would make a good 
dessert, who would help to keep the world in- 
formed of the exploits of Blue Beetle while he 
was so busy ridding the world of cunning 
bullies? 

So, while not exactly cutting a brave or 
graceful figure, I stepped back briskly behind 
the open door and slammed it shut with vigor 
—as soon as Mr. Hansen smilingly followed 
me back to perfect safety. 

The truth was, that the lions did not cb2irt 
especially interested in me when I ventured 
onto their field. They acted as would a herd of 
cows when one sets foot on their pasture. Ex- 
cept that cattle do not utter such deep and 
impressive roars. *" 

* "Why wasn't I as courageous as Mr. Han- 
sen?" I reproached myself as I thought of the 
apparently indifferent action of the big cats 
and of the safety of the strong door that had 
now shut between them and me. * 

Mosf Dangerous Gome Animal 

Then I recalled what famous hunters have 
always agreed upon— that the lion is the most 
dangerous game animal the hunter can face; 
that when, his tricky temper is aroused, he 
becomes a fighting demon. So I finally de- 
cided that it would be wiser to keep asking 
Mr. Hansen more questions about his boarders 
than , to go out again on their roaming field 
to get personally acquainted with thorn. Mr. 
Hansen patiently continued to tell me mo 
interesting* things about his animals; just a., 
he would entertain his young son, who loves 
to read axciting adventures in such so-called 
comic books as Blue Beetle. 

The five lions on the Bronx plain each 
weigh between 400 and 450 pounds. They are 
all males and each one is between SV2 and 6 
years old. Long before the War began to give 
some popularity to horse meat, they ate only 
that. Why? Simply because it is cheap — 6 cents 
a pound — and price is an item when it is con- 
sidered that each animal eats between 10 and 
1 2 pounds at each meal. Fortunately, they are 
fed only once a day. The lions also got ahead 
of present patriots, who observe one meatless. 



day a week. The big cats do not eat anything 
on Monday. Most likely if they had their 
choice, they would not skip a meal. But those 
who know them best, have figured out that 
they ought to fast once a week. 

' Feast and Famine 
This fasting comes close to their habits in the 
wild state. When they are wild, they can not 
depend upon a regular dinner bell. When they 
are lucky and have plenty of game, they 
qoige themselves. Sometimes a big animal wiil 
eat as much as 200 pounds of meat at one sit- 
ting in Africa. Then his luck may turn; game 
becomes temporarily scarce, and he starves 
for a time. Through countless generations, the 
lion has become used to Nature's feasts and 
famines. Of course, an old wild lion, who has 
lost many teeth or has lost its vigor as the re- 
sult of rheumatism or the ills of old age, may 
starve for lcng periods at a time because it 
is not quick and strong enough to hunt its 
usual game. Sometimes such animals become 
xnan-killers simply because it is easier to eat a 
man than to bite through the tough hide of cat- 
tle and other animals. But that is another story 
in itself. 

* 

Though lions are so fierce when hunting or 
when angered, nevertheless they have their 
weaknesses as do people. Now and then at 
the Zoo they become run down. Why? Partly 
because though they have a large plain on 
which to roam and are not shut up in caqes 
day after day, nevertheless they do net live 
in their normal wild state, where they act in 
accordance with Nature's laws. 

Sometimes one of the reasons they become 
run down is that a stronqer animal grabs so 
much food away from a weaker lion, that 
the. latte r becomes under-nourished. Then, not 
infrequently, the animals* suffer from indiges- 
tion. Sometimes they go about curing them- 
selves as dogs do by eating grass. Lions lick 
their own hides and get hold of several long 
hairs from their manes and swallow them. 
This helps a sluggish digestion. 

Lions' Good Points 

Usually though, the table manners of the 
Bronx lions are not very bad. They will squab- 
ble over the first hunk of horse meat thrown 
to them but not too much, for thGy know from 
experience that more will be coming right 
away and that each animal will have his just 
share. So as soon as a lion gets his meat he 
runs away and his pals do not bother him. 

Once In a while a lion becomes too excited 

■ 

during feeding time for its own good. Super- 
intendent Hollister of the National Zoological 
Park, tells of a female lion who died from 
choking. She was a hasty eater and bolted her 
food. Once a large piece of meat lodged in her 
throat and she died before help could be given 
her. 



What do Mr. Hansen and his partner. Bill 
Dalton, do when their lions become run down? 
They give them milk and cod liver oil. How 
they love that I But no mention was made of 
spinach. Even if the wild beasts roam on a 
plain within sight of large tenement houses 
and even if they have learned to crave cod 
liver oil, they-, refuse to be further civilized 
with spinach. 0 

After their big meal they are inclined to be 
rather drowsy and want to be at peace with 
the world. As a matter of fact, this most sav- 
age of animals often is far more decent than 
many human beings. A lion when he is not 
hungry will not kill for the fun of it as many 
human hunters do. A lion when not hungry will 
not light and will not bother other living 
things, even though he is King of Beasts. 

Does the lion, whom men for centuries have 
termed the King of Beasts really regard him- 
self as such? Yes, in the opinion of Mr. Hansen. 
The big cat really feels and acts his part. But 
at the same time he knows that Jiis keeper » 
is boss. 

The moat thui separates the lions' plain from 
human spectators and other animals, is 22 
feet wide and 20 feet deep. This guarantees 
that spectators will not be attacked by a lion 
breaking loose. At the same time it allows the 
big cats to roam around outdoors in fair 
weather as they do in their natural state. They 
are not shut up in cages as in other zoos. This . 
great advance was introduced at the Bronx 
Park three years ago. As stated before, five 
full-grown male lions enjoy this open field. 

Pushed Into the Pit 

Why all males together? Well, if a couple 
of females were in the group, the jealous lion.i 
would fight so fiercely that some of the males 
would kill each other and also kill the females * 
But at- the old-fashioned lion house quite a dis 
tance away, there is one female and two male 
lions. But they are in big separate cages. And 
adjoining them in other cages are tigers and 
leopards. 

The lions are so sure-footed, that they never 
fall into the moat surrounding their open held. 
But sometimes they are pushed in, when in 
thj course of a fight with their pals. In that 
case, although the bottom of the pit is 30 
feet from the top, the big cat retains his pri- 
meval trait. He always lands on his feet after 
such a fall. 

This moat has a runway that connects with 
the cages of the lions. It was at the entrance 
to this runway that this non-heroic reporter 
was led by the lion keeper and thus came lace 
to face with the beasts.
